Amazing Tnorease in England. 

Just stop a minute and let that soak in. 
The figures are amazing. Most of us, when 
we think of these things, do not look beyond:

One Man Blames the Auto. 

Various people in this country are trying 
to discover that, but so far the evidence is 
conflicting.

Extra Cost of Six Weeks’ Short- 
age Placed at $1,000,000. 


END IS NOT YET IN SIGHT. 


Meeting of Operators Next Week Will 
Consider Situation. 


One million dollars was the price paid in 
premiums during the six weeks of Chicago's 
coal shortage, and the end is not yet.

SURGEONS: UPHOLD VIEW. 


Old Age and Accidental Fall 
Combining Causes of County 
Hospital Fatality. 


Stovaine was declared yesterday by a 
coroner's jury to have been onè of the causes 
ot the death of John Rorty. The man died 
at the county hospital on Jan. 12 soon after 


a quantity of the anesthetic had been in- 


jected into his spinal cavity for the purpose 
of rendering. him insensible to the pain of 
an operation on one ot his knee caps, which 
he had fractured by falling en the pave- 
ment at State and Polk streets on Jan. 9. 
The full text of the verdict is as followe: 
We, the jurors; do say, upon our oache, 
that the said John Rorty came to his death 
on the 12th day of January, 1910, in ward 5 
in the Cook county hospital, from an 
combined with violence and old age. Said 
ext violence was the result ot an ac- 


cidental fall on Jan. 9, 1910, at Polk and

‘intoxicated condition. The anesthetic ad- 
ministered (injected) consisting of stovaine,

Blame the Anesthetic. 
The verdict of the jury, the testimony of the 
coroner's physician, and the testimony of the 


+} Operating. surgeons agreed in ascribing the 


anesthetic as the principal cause of death. 
Old age and external violence were ascribed 
as the combining causes of death. 

The inquest was-conducted by Deputy Cor- 
oner Davis at the county morgue. Written 
statements verified by Dr: Warren H. Hunter, 
coroner's physician, and Dra. Henry L. Lewis, 
F. L. Reese, and O. W. Mortensen, who ad- 
1 the anesthetic, were read to the 

ury 

Dr. Hunter's statement was as follows: 

On the Iich day of January, 1910, I held 
& post-mortem examination on the body of 
John Rorty at the Cook county morgue. On 
inspection, body presents punctured needle 
wound over twelfth dorsal vertebra (tho- 
racic). On opening skull, brain negative. 
Right and left lungs show considesable 
fibrous tissue here and there and some coal 
pigment, also superficial regions of atelec- 
tasis. About apices are some areas of butbus 
émphysema. Otherwise lungs are not al- 
tered. Heart shows slight sclerosis of toro- 
nary véssels, but no other changes. Spleen 
normal. Spinal cord—vessels dilated. Stom- 
ach and-intestines negative. 

“In my opinion said John Rorty came to his 
death from anesthesia combined with ex- 
ternal violence and old age.” 


Statement of the Surgeons. 


The statement of 1. operating surgeons 
was as follows: 


John Rorty died 9 12 about one hour 


after the administration of stovaine-strych- 
nia ahesthetic. The anzsthetic consisted 
of 1% grains stovaine, 1-60 grain strychnine, 
and 45 drops of sterile water. The fluid was 
injected into the spinal column between the 
last dorsal and first lumbar vertebra. Punc- 
ture made approximately in the median line 
of the bod.

In writing their verdiet the jurors adopted 
the cause of death stated by the coroner’s 
physician, and the statement of the operating 
surgeons concerning the composition of the 
stovaine anesthetic.

Many Sections of France Report Heavy 


Loss to Property. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

PARIS, Jan. 21.—Owing to the percolation 
of flood water the chalk caves at Loroy, near 
Fontainebleau, fell in and the houses above 
them collapsed, burying many persons in the 
ruins. Five dead and ten seriously injured 


persons have been recovered from the wreck- . 


age. It ip feared there are more dead and 
injured in the collapsed buildings. . 

The rain has abated but the floods continue 
to swell. There are stories of damage from 


many places, The worst come from Lyons,. 


where the river Rhone, which is tremendous- 
ly geen has swept away a number of 
boats and floating wash houses. The latter, 
huge arklike structures, were dashed against 
Pont Lafayette, considerably damaging it. 
The morgue, which also is a floating bulld- 
ing, was carried away wrecked. The corpse 
of a suicide wat lost. Some bridges have 
been closed and soldiers posted on their ap- 
proaches to prevent their use. 

Damage to railways continues to be re- 
ported from many sections. Many trains 
have been suspended. The damage in Paris 
is not serious. Part of the underground rail- 
way is flooded and the cellars of the ministry 
of foreign affairs, on the Quai D’Orsay, are 
full of water. The suburbs along the Seine 
are suffering severely. Many houses have 
been abandoned. 


DEFENDS SCHOOLS OF FRANCE 
FROM ATTACKS BY CHURCH. 


Premier Says Counsels of Majority Were 
Neglected When Fight Was Reopened 
While Near a Settlement. 


PARIS, Jan. 21.—Premier Briand inter- 
vened in the debate on the school question 
in the chamber of deputies tonight. In his 
speech he blamed the church for reopening 
the agitation when the question was near 
settlement. Rejecting the counsels of mod- 
eration by many bishops, members o. the 
clergy, and.a great majority of the Catholica, 


the premier said, the church had launched a 


war upon the public schools of France by de- 
liberately inciting the pupils to revolt and 
caused untold hardships upon the poor by 
forcing parents to remove their children from 
the schools. 

Nevertheless, M. Briand continued, France 
was confident it was in the right and would 
continue calm and patient under the assault. 
He did not propose a state monopolization in 
teaching, which would only be another in- 
citement to Strife, but the public school 
teachers, who had been sweepingly con- 
demned by pastoral letters, would be pro- 
tected and upheld. 

The premier lauded the public schools as 
free and broad in preparing children for real 
life, leaving to their homes the question of 
religious. teaching, as against the church 
Schools, where, he said. the dogma over- 
shadowed all.

“The objects of our advocacy of the short 
| ballot are efficiency in governmental ad- 
ministration and direct and intelligent con- 
‘trol by the people, eaid Dr. Wilson. The 
central idea of the short baliot is that the 
number of offices to be filled by election 
should be reduced to a number small enough 
to make it possible for the people to make 
an actual choice of those who shall occupy 
them instead of having them so numerous 


that nomination must be made a business. 


We have not so far in this eountry con- 
acientiously and systematically sought effi- 
clency in government. We have concen- 
trated our attention rather on keeping con- 
trol of it in the hands of the people. 

The methods by which we have sought to 
establish popular control have, however, real- 
ly destroyed Kk. We have sought to make 
every office elective. We have defined the 
duties and powers of each office by statute, 
and have nowhere united the offices.thus set 
up into any coherent system. The conse- 
quence has been that the only means of 
effecting unity has been our party organiza- 
tions. 

Too Many Nominations, 

There are so many nominations to make 
that no amateur body could possibly suc- 
ceed in making them succesefully, and the 
body that makes the nominations, of course, 
exercises a lasting control over those whom 
it nominates after they are put in office.”

Thirty-five Gruggists discovered too late 
yesterday that they had been enticed into a 
spider’s web when they appeared before the 
city council license committee to discuss pro- 
posed amendments to the ordinance regu- 
lating the sale of liquor in drug stores. 

Ald... Anton J. Cermak had arranged for 
their appearance and after they had made 
more or less of a defense of their obedience to 
the ordinance, as it now reads, the represen- 
tative of the Twelfth ward turned upon them 
with a quantity of firet hand evidence, 

. In one hand he flourished, at the so-called 
psychological moment, a bottle of brandy 
which he said he had purchased from an al- 
leged offending druggist, and in the other he 
waved a paper which, he said, showed how 
certain druggists were Nenne whisky indie- 
criminately. 


Accusation Follows a Tribute. 

Charles H. Avery, a member of the state 
board of pharmacy and a representative of 
the Retail Druggists’ association, had just 
completed a tribute to the druggists of the 
wind That seemed to be the cue for Ald. Cer- 
mak. 

“The druggists have confidential relatione 
with their patrons,’ the alderman said. ‘ For 
instance, a little girl might come to the drug- 
gist’s with a note from her mother fora little 
brandy. Recently I went into a drug store at 
Twelfth street and Wabash avenue and asked 
for a quarter's worth of brandy. The drug- 
gist said: Do you want some fine French 
brandy? I have some in half pints, quarter 
pints, and pints at 40 cents a half pint.’ Here 
is the bottle he sold me.“ 


Ald. Cermak held aloft a bottle of brandy 


with the label of Lane's drug store. 

“TI will show you that the officers of your 
association seil more whisky indiscriminately 
than the saloons,” the alderman continued. 
“I went into xdwin Fellow’’ drug store at 
30383 Colorado avenue and bought a quart of 
whisky, and no questions were asked. Since 
May 9, 1900, he had made no entry of any 
sales of. Whisky. John C. Rush, 2000 West 
Van Buren street, sells to any one who comes 
along. There is no record of any sales since 
Nov. 9, 1900.“ 


Cites Instances of Evasion. 

Ald, Cermak added that many druggiste 
obeyed the present ordinance by recording 
their sales under the head of “ skee,”’ with 
such alleged anonymous names as Smith.“ 
Jones, and Brown,“ with no address 
given and in stipulated amounts of four, 
eight, or thirty-two ounces (two quarts). 

The alderman wanted a sub-committee of 
five members appointed to consider the pro- 
posed amendments. These amendments 
provide legible entry of the name and ad- 
dress in a well bound book every time liquor 
of any sort is sold by druggists; that a copy 
of the record be submitted to the chief of 
police, or whomever the latter might name, 
once each month for inspection; increase of 
the Hcense fee from $2 to $5.
